they don't Uke it let them stay at 
home or go elsewhere,” he added. 
“We m ust consider the people of 
Gettysburg, not the farm ers of Ad­ 
ams county." 
Mr. Rupp flayed the unsanitary 
conditions of the present curb m ar­ 
ket, and expressed tile opinion that 
the farm ers would put up an even 
"bigger howl” if they were moved 
out of a m arket house once they 
used such a building for a year. 
The president took exception to 
the sending of questlonaires by The 
G ettysburg Times to tanners of Ad­ 
ams county who attend m arket in 
an effort to sound out their senti­ 
ment as to the desirability of the 
Legion home as a m arket house. 
Burgess Wilbur J. St allsm ith re­ 
ported to council th at J. O. Hoff­ 
man, a huckster, who informed The 
Gettysburg Times th at he was op­ 
posed to the Legion building as a 
m arket house, had changed his a t­ 
titude after inspecting the proposed 
location. 
George Stover, another 
farmer, also told the burgess he was 
satisfied with the site after inspect­ 
ing it on Monday. 
F.pTev O pens A ttack 
Councilman 
Epley then opened 
ills guns against the Legion build­ 
ing as a site for the m arket house. 
At the outset, lie informed council 
th at his showroom on York street 
was never offered as a m arket house 
as inferred by a number of local 
residents who said he was opposing 
the Legion building in the hope or 
interesting council in his display 
room. 
A member of the American Le­ 
gion himself, Councilman Epley said 
he is in favor of an indoor market, 
but added the Legion building, with 
its fifty stalls, each five feet square, 
will be too small. 
“Council should buy a lot and 
build its own market house," he 
continued, "so that any revenue 
oomlng in will go into the borough 
treasury instead of being paid out 
in rent. 
"Gettysburg gave away its electric 
light company, its water company 
and its gas company, and now we 
want to give away the m arket house. 
In Ave years, a building erected by 
council would be paid off. This way 
council will always be paying rent." 
Councilman Epley said th a t BO per 
cent of the local residents to whom 
he has spoken have inform ed him 
that they are opposed to th e Le­ 
gion building for the m arket house. 
Offers Contractor's Aid 
Councilman Biddie, who was pre­ 
viously represented as 
being 
“on 
the fence" in the m arket house dis­ 
pute, then asked Councilman Epley 
where the borough would get $14,000 
or $18,000 to build a m arket house 
for the town. 
Mr. 
Epley 
replied 
that the cost would not be that 
much and offered to have a con­ 
tractor at the 
February 
meeting 
with figures on the cost of erecting 
a m arket house. 
Councilman Jacobs then said a 
num ber of farm ers who do not now 
attend curb m arket informed him 
th at they would take stalls at an 
indoor m arket.
